circumstances  be  "left  to  the  discretion  of  any- 
body. The  circumstances  under  which  the 
penally  of  expulsion  should  be  inflicted  outfit 
to  lie  clearly  defined,  and  then  let  the  taw 
take  its  course  whenever  its  application  is  de- 
manded on  just  and  fully-proven  indictments. 
The  hearing  of  such  indictments  should  be 
entrusted  to  the  law  courts— police,  correc- 
tional, criminal,  or  federal.  A  specially  con- 
stituted court  might  also  be  provided  for  in 
the  bill.

The  present  excitement  has  arisen  in  tins  , 
country,  from  all  we  can  judge  from  the  tele-  | 
annus,  not  because  the  conditions  in  China 
are  worse  than  thev  have  been  during  the  past 
several  months,  but  because  of  two  reasons: 
First,  because  the  Boxers  are  nearer  Peking 
than  they  were  before;  and  second  and  the 
more  important  of  the  two  perhaps,  because 
the  7imes'  correspondent  has  returned  to 
Peking  and  is  now  sending  out  his  sensa- 
tional telegrams.  (*) 

There  is  we  think  no  reason  to  tear  for  the 
safety  of  the  foreigners  ill  Peking  or  in  any 
other  part  of  China.  It  is  not  the  intention  of 
the  Boxers  lo  murder  the  foreigners  nor  to 
rov  their  property,  else  thev  could  have 
done  so  long  before  this.  The  murder  of  Mr. 
Brooks  was  a  mistake  oil  the  part  of  those  who 
committed  it,  and  did  not  receive  the  sanction 
of  the  bodv  as  a  whole,  and  it  will  not  be 
duplicated  unless  under  p.  culi.ir  and  excep- 
tional circumstances.

The  recent  anti-Semitic  troubles  at  Xicolaieff 
furnish  convincing  proof  of  the  fact  that 
anti-Semitism  continues  to  be  one  of  the  lead- 
ing social  problems  of  the  day  in  Russia. 
The  Jewish  question,  ill  the  empire  of  the  Czar, 
has  in  reality  nothing  of  a  religious  nature. 
It  is  entirely  2  racial  and,  more  particularly, 
an  economic  problem.  New  Russia,  that  is  to 
say  the  provinces  which  extend  along  the 
western  shores  of  the  Black  Sea,  is  to-day  the 
principal  centre  of -anti  Semitism  in  the  em- 
pire. The  Jews  ill  these  provinces,  like  their 
brethren  ill  other  countries,  form  an  indus- 
trious and  hard-working,  law-abiding  popula- 
tion. The  native  Russians,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  a  most  improvident  class  of  people,  and,  as 
a  natural  result,  are  nearly  all  m  debt  to  the 
Jews. 

The  growth  of  anti-Semitism  is  closely  con- 
nected   with    the   socialist  and  nihilist  move- 
■  ment    in    Russia.       For,    in    the    eyes   of   the 
i  socialists,  nihilists,  and  anti-Semites  alike,  the 
j  common  enemy    is    capital.      Anti-Semitism 
1  in    Russia   is.    therefore,   merely    a   branch  of 
socialism,    disguised    under     another     name. 
The  results  of   the  anti-Semitic  campaign  in 
Russia    of   late    years   are   very  similar  to  the 
results  of  theanti- Protestant  crusade  in  France 
under  the   reign   of    Louis  XIV.,    which  cul- 
minated in  the  revocation    of     the   edict    of 
Nantes.     By   the    expulsion  of  the  Jews  from 
the    interior  provinces  of  the  empire,  the  Rus- 
sian   government    has  removed  an  element  of 
the  population  most   essential   to   the  welfare 
of  the   nation.      Under    the    liberal   reign  of 
Alexander  II.  the  Jews  had  become  the   inter- 
mediate agents,  or  middlemen,  for  commercial 
transactions.      The   removal   of   this   class  of 
middlemen  is  the  direct  cause  of  the  famines    . 
which    have     ravaged     certain    provinces    of 
Russia  in  the  past  decade.     It  was  the  business 
of   these  Jewish    middlemen    to  convey    food 
products   from    the    districts  ill    which    they 
abounded  to   those  districts   in     which    they 
were   wanting.     After    the   expulsion    of   the 
Jewish  middlemen,  a  small  number  of  Russian 
financiers   obtained   control   of  the  wheat  and 
corn    market.      They    have  thus  established  a 
i  monopoly,    and  while  thev  are  unable  to  suffi- 
j  ctently   supply  the  marke't,  they  have,  on  the 
:  '  other     bawl,  '  maintained    exorbitant   prices.

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Ws  are  certainly  living  in  a  fool's 
paradise.     Almost  every  clay  brings  us 
news  of   a   failure,    or    a    composition 
with  creditors,    or  the   liquidation  of  a 
business,  and  yet  affairs  go  on  as  before 
and    nothing    is    done   to    relieve   the 
situation.     Were  such  a  state  of  affairs 
to  appear  in  New  York,  the  commercial 
association,    exchanges   'and    clearing- 
house would  take  the  matter    in  hand 
at  once,    and   even   the   United  States 
treasury   would  be  advancing  funds  to 
relieve  "any  appearance  of  stringency  in 
•  the  money  market,  for  it  is  felt  that  in 
such  crises  even  the  best  firms  are  not 
infrequently  caught   and    subjected   to 
serious   risk.     There  is  nothing  to   be 
gained    by    forcing    even    weak   firms 
into  liquidation,  and  when  it  conies  to 
jeopardizing  the  strong  ones  and  caus- 
ing    widespread     loss     to     the    whole 
business  community,  it  means  nothing 
less     than   a   national     calamity,     lint 
with  us  there  is  no  anxiety   on  that 
score.    The  government  is  complacently 
pursuing  its  way,  enforcing  new  taxes, 
imposing  fines  for  evasions  of   stamp- 
tax  payments,  creating  new  restrictions 
011  trade,  and  inventing  new  taxes  for 
the   future.     Useless     quarantines    are 
also  imposing'    losses  on   the   coasting 
trade   and  restricting  to   some'  degree 
our   foreign   trade.     And    the  minister 
of  finance  continues  to  burn  currency, 
drawn  from  current   revenue,  with  the 
blind  certainty  that  he  is  preparing  the 
way  for  a  resumption  of  interest  pay- 
ments  next  July  at   a   higher  rate  of 
exchange.    In  the  meantime  the  import 
trade    is   seriously    crippled,     business 
houses  are  going  into  bankruptcy  on 
everv  side,  and  the  national  industries 
are  'looking    with   apprehension  upon 
the  prospect   of  a  higher  rate  of  ex- 
change, which  means  competition  with 
imported  goods.     To  this  we  must  add 
the  fact  that  congress  is    again    tam- 
pering  with  import    duties,    and    that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  we  shall  have 
another     commercial     disturbance    on 
account    of    tariff    changes.     Such    a 
policv    is  sheer   madness.     Even    the 
necessities   of    the    treasury  can    not 
excuse  these   mischievous  experiments 
and    incessant    changes.      No    matter 
how  unsound  may  be  the  commercial 
policy  which  the  government    adopts, 
if  it  is  allowed  to    stand    unchanged 
for  a  term  of  years  trade  will  adjust 
itself  to  the  situation  and  profits  will 
be  earned.    But  under  these  annually- 
recurring    changes,     supplemented   by 
the  arbitrary  changes  in  classifications 
made  in  the  customhouse  from  day  to 
day,    lucrative  •  trade    is    impossible. 
And  the  government  which  ruins  its 
merchants  .and  crushes  its  trade,  com- 
mits suicide  just  as  surely  as  the  man 
who  ties  a  halter  about  his  neck  and 
leaps   into   space.     In  harmony    with 
the  opinion    abroad  which  is  loading 
the    present  government    with    com- 
pliments for  burning  currency,  without 
realty  understanding  the  general  situ- 


ation here,  it  is  the  practice  just  now 
to  burn  incense  before  the  President 
and  his  minister  of  finance  for  their 
efforts  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  funding  loan.  But  what  is  .to 
be  the  outcome  of  it  all?  We  are  not 
insensible  to  the  necessity  of  reducing 
the  outstanding  currency  circulation, 
nor  to  the  influence  which  such  a  re- 
duction will  have  upon  exchange.  We 
fully  appreciate  the  effort  made  to 
comply  with  this  provision  of^  the 
contract.  But  this  is  not  all.  There 
were  promises  of  economy,'  on  which 
the  whole  scheme  rested,  which  have 
not  been  fulfilled,  and  there  are 
dangers  of  national  exhaustion  which 
were  not  foreseen.  The  better  policy, 
as  we  have  contended  from  the  begin- 
ning, would  be  to  make  radical  eco- 
nomies in  every  direction,  in  order  to 
secure  a  surplus  of  revenue,  and  then 
to  take  currency  front  such  surpluses 
for  withdrawal.  There  is  no  wisdom 
in  the  policy  of  ruining  a  country  with 
taxation  in  order  to  withdraw  currency, 
any  more  than  there  is  for  a  man 
to  starve  himself  to  death  in  trying  to 
pay  a  debt.  We  may  commend  his 
purpose,  but  we'eau  not  commend  his 
method.  And  that  is  exactly  our  po- 
sition in  regard  to  the  policy  which 
the  government  is  now  pursuing  :  we 
can  commend  the  purpose,  but  not  its 
methods.

Thurk  is  to  be  held  in  Madrid,  next  October 
a  congress  of  all  the  IMin  nations  for  the 
purpose  of  creating,  if  possible,  a  J./itin  Union, 
The  idea  was  developed  in  Spain  after  the 
Spanish-American  war,  and  the  fundamental 
idea  was  unquestionably  that  of  creating  a 
uew  power  to  oppose  the  spread  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  influence,  and  particularly  that  of  the 
United  States  on  the  Americni  continent. 
Defeated  at  arms,  Spain  proposes  to  recover 
her  loss  of  territory  and  prestige  by  appealing 
to  the  race  prejudices  of  her  long-lost  colonies 
and  reunite  Hi  em  under  her  leadership  by 
the  bond  of  a  common  descent,  language  and 
religion.  Should  she  succeed,  a  new  power 
will  have  arisen  with  which  the  twentieth 
century  will  have  to  count,  But  will  she 
succeed?  Union  and  loyalty  to  an  idea  have 
not  been  prominent  characteristics  of  the 
Latin  races.  The  inherited  antagonisms  be- 
tween Portuguese  and  Spanish  will  prevent 
their  niiitingaml  without  Brazil  a  South  Amer- 
ican union  will  be  a  failure.  And  even  among 
the  Spanish  American  states,  what  two  of 
them  could  work  in  harmony  long  enough  to 
test  the  scheme?  Perhaps  the  idea  could  be 
initiated  with  some  prospect  of  success  by  the 
creation  of  a  commercial  union,  but  even  here 
the  disintegrating  influence  of  individual 
theories  will  prevent  harmonious  action.

Were  he  to  insure  his  life  in 
a  loosely  and  recklessly  managed  insurance 
company,  they  would  think  him  foolish.

—  The  deliveries  of  coffee  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  rgoo  were  the  largest  for  any  year  on 
record.  They-  reached  a  total  of  14,972,699 
bigs,  against  13,480.904  bags  in  [S9S-99,  and 
I4,57i,902bsgsin  1897-98.  The  total  deliveries 
for  the  past  three  years  were  43,025,505  bags, 
or  an  annual  average  of  14,341,825  bags. 
The  average  for  the  two  preceding  years  {(S95- 
96  and  189697)  was  1 1,693,508  bags,  These 
figures  show  increased  deliveries  of  22^  per 
cent,  as  the  result  of  low  prices.  The  visible 
supply  of  Jnlyi,  1S95,  was  3,115,680  bags; 
on  July  1,  1900,  ,5,840,561  bags.  The  world's 
supply  during  five  years  not  only  met  all 
requirements,  but  added  2,724,981  bags  to  the 
world's  stocks.  The  Rio  and  Siutos  crops  for 
1899- [900  were  8,959,000  bags,  against  8,77 [,oou 
bags  in  189S-99,  aud  10,462,000  bags  in  1S97-98 
and  proved  the  second  largest  crop  on  record.

—The  French  and  Brazilian  governments 
have  lately  come  to  terms  witli  regard  to  the 
coffee  duty,  the  former  having  decided  to 
reduce  the  duty  from  1561'.  to  r^ef.  per  100 
kilos.,  while  the  latter  agrees  not  to  apply  her 
new  maximum  tariff  on  imports  from  France. 
A  law,  however,  will  have  to  be  passed  in 
France  to  modify  the  tariff  before  the  present 
agreement  can  be  carried  out;  but,  as  the 
Economist  points  out,  «a  reduction  oi  id.  a 
pound  on  an  article  which  pays  a  duty  of 
nearly  Sd.  will  be  insufficient  to  increase  the 
consumption  of  coffee  111  France,  which  was 
the  aim  of  the  Brazilian  government,  and  will 
entail  a  loss  of  5,ooo,ooof. '  in  the  French 
customs  receipts.— financial  Kern,  July  9. 
(This  fully  confirms  our  opinion  that  the  con- 
vention would  really  produce  very  little 
benefit  to  Brazil.  To  be  sure  a  concession  of 
20  francs  had  been  obtained  at  the  cost  of  ail 
imaginary  maximum  rate  of  duty  on  French 
imports,  but  a  reduction  of  20  francs  on  100 
kilos  would  make  so  little  difference  in  the 
cost  that  no  appreciable  increase  in  con- 
sumption could  possibly  result.—  Eds.  News.

—  The  South  A  merka.11  lonrna  I  .professes 
to  believe,  that  .things  are  brightening  ,  ill. 
Brazil,,  -of  course  when  exchange  was  going 
un  Without  doubt  our  hopeful  contempory 
wiil  have  no  difficulty  ill  finding  tliem  still 
brightening  with  exchange  on  the  oilier  tack. 

—  The  people  of  11  ihia  are  becoming  alar- 
med over  a  project  introduced  1,1  the  mun- 
icipal council  which  increases  the  water  tax 
from  9*  to  12«  in  favor  of  the  Qneimados 
company.  Let  them  be  not  alarmed  as  yet., 
for  we  are  Having  365  down  tins  way,  ami  the 
end  is  not  vet  reached. 

—  The  holders  of  bills  endorsed  by  the 
Banco  do  Fslulodo  Amazonas,  says  a  Mandos 
telegram  of  the  14th,  are  protesting  them  for 
failure  of  payment.  This  was  occasioned, 
says  a  telegram  of  the  17th,  by  the  governor 
annulling  the  creation  of  the  bank  and  the 
'bills  emitted  by  the   incorporator    Manoel  de 

Brito. 

—One  of  the  many  objections  to  the  exces- 
sive use  which  the  government  is  making  of 
stamps  fo,  the  purpose  of  obtaining  revenue  is 
the  inducement  which  it  offers  to  counterfeit- 
ing According  to  the  fortml  do  Commenio, 
even  a  duiv  authorized  agent  has  been  engaged 
in  selling  counterfeit  stamps,  and  that  paper 
says  that  lie  will  consequently  be  deprived  by 
the  government  of  his  agency. 

—  One  of  the  results  of  the  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  stamp  tax  for  receipts  is  the  use 
of  smaller  accounts.  This,  so  far  as  we  know, 
is  done  by  native  ami  Portuguese  houses,  who 
prefer  to  give  two  or  three  accounts  for  frac- 
tional parts  of  a  purchase  than  to  affix  the 
revenue  stamp  so  offensively  forced  upon  them 
bv  the  minister  of  finance.  The  indications 
are  that  the  revenue  from  this  source  will  not 
be  verv  largely  increased. 

1     pcrl,;1ps  there  is  something  tor  Americans 

and  Britishers  to  learn  in  the  methods  em- 
ployed by  Germans  to  extend  their  trade.  The 
increase  in  tlie  number  of  German  business 
bouses  in  this  eitv  during  tlie  last  ten  years  has 
been  very  large',  but  it  has  alt  been  done 
silently  and  on  business  principles.  They 
have  not  even  tried  to  use  their  consular  of- 
ficials to  drum  up  business  for  them,  but  have 
come  after  it  themselves.

—The  exchange  market  was  a  trifle  livelier 
yesterday,  as  one.  of  the  bank  managers 
forcibly  ejected  a  customer  from  the  hank 
and  then  had  a  scrap  with  him  in  tlie  street 
later    on.     Exchange  then   stiffened  a  little. 

—  An  anonymous  writer  in  the  Jornal  do 
Commercio  says  that  nearly  all  -tlie  tolwcco 
factories  in  this  city  are  in  a  critical  situation 
and  have  been  obliged  to  dismiss  some  of 
their  operatives.  He  estimates  at  70  °/o  the 
decrease  in  the  consumption  of  prepared 
tobacco: 

—  The  Commercio  tie  S.  Paulo  of  the  14th 
inst.  says  the  firm  of  Innaos  Franzoi  &  Co., 
one  of  the  well-known  bouses  in  Sao  Paiilo, 
has  had  to  ti^k  for  time  from  its  creditors 
because  of  the  losses  suffered  by  the  sudden 
fall  in  exchange.  The  firm  made  300,000$  on 
the  rise  to  i4d.,  and  then  lost  400,000*;  on  the 
sudden  full  to  lod.  The  Commercio  says  there 
are  other  firms  in  that  city  which  have  made 
similar  losses.  One  hank  alone  has  250,000$ 
involved  in  the  suspension  of  Inuaos  Frauzoi. 
Better  stick  to  your  lasts,  gentlemen,  and  let 
exchange  alone ! 

—  The  Paiz  of  the  1SU1  says  that  Deputy 
Augusto  Severo  is  authorized  by  the  state 
government  of  Rio  Grande  do  Norte  to  enter 
into  an  accord  with  the  national  government 
for  the  fiscal  ization  of  the  salt  tax,  that  state 
being  the  principal  producer  of  the  article  in 
this  country.  The  amount  of  these  taxes  is 
estimated  to  exceed  150,000$  a  year,  and  the 
deputy  is  instructed  to  ask  60,000$  a  year  for 
the  payment  of  fiseals  and  oilier  expenses.  A 
tax  which  costs  for/v  per  cent,  of  its  product 
in  collection,  can  not  be  considered  a  wise 
and  economic  tax. 

UNITED  S'JA'JESCOAL  FOR  BRAZIL, 
Minister  Bryan  writes  from  Petropolis,  June 
1,  igao,  that  in  response  to  a  note  to  the  Braz- 
ilian foreign  office,  requesting  information  as 
to  a  contract  for  furnishing  pit  coal  to  the 
Central  railroad  of  Brazil,  He  has  been  informed 
that  there  is  no  doubt  that  United  Slates  _  coal 
will  be  used  if  it  is  of  superior  qualities  to 
coal  already  presented  for  trial.  Copy  of  the 
last  contract,  with  specifications,  was  sent  Mr. 
Bryan  and  will  be  transmitted  by  him  and 
printed  in  Advance  Sheets  as  soon  as  received. 
The  opportunity  seemed  so  favorable  to  the 
minister  that  he  sent  notice  in  advance, 
without  waiting  to  translate  the  specifications. 
—  (J,  S.  Consular  Report.  —  [The  present  con- 
tract for  supplying  the  Central  railway  with 
coal  does  not  expire  until  the  end  of  the  year, 
and,  barring  accidents,  there  will  be  uochance 
for  American  coal  until  that  time.  The  new 
call  for  tenders  will  probably  be  issued" in 
October  next,  but  there  is  very  little  chance 
that  it  will  be  given  to  Americans.  For  the 
last  two  years  the  American  bids  were  lowest 
in  price  and  two  years  ago  we  were  privately 
informed  that  the  practical  tests  were  suc- 
cessful in  every  particular— except  that  of 
overcoming  the  director's  prejudice.  — Ed,

Pinancial  Notes 


—On  the  14th  inst.  Brazilian  bonds  were 
quoted  at  64  J<  in  the  London  market,  against 
65^  on  the  14th  of  last  month. 

—The  state  government  of  Amazonas  has 
cancelled  the  decree  authorizing  Messrs. 
Marine  &  Levy  to  negotiate  a  foreign  loan  of 
£2,000,000  for  the  state. 

—It  is  stated  that  a  good  deal  of  money  has 
recently  been  sent  out  of  the  country.  This  is 
doubtless  due  to  the  rise  in  exchange,  followed 
by  a  decline  and  violent  fluctuations,  ft  was 
probably  feared  that  there  would  be  a  still 
greater  decline. 

—A  bill  was  presented  lo  the  Amazonas 
state  assembly  on  the  17th  authorizing  the 
state  government  to  contract  a  loan  of  a  mil- 
lion sterling.  There  will  be  some  "good  pick- 
■  iiigs"  in  that  if  it  is  realized,  which  is  not 
likely  to  happen.  No  reputable  banking-house 
will  care  lo  risk  its  reputation  on  such  a  loan, 
knowing  what  the  political  adventurers  of 
Amazonas  are  doing. 

—  On  the  16th  inst.  Deputy  Pereira  Reis 
presented  a  bill  in  the  chamber  of  deputies 
authorizing  the  government  to  issue  a  loan  of 
300,000.000$  at  ,5  per  cent,  for  the  purpose  of 
reducing  the  paper  currency  now  111  circula- 
tion. Assuming  that  Minister  Murtiuho's 
calculations  are  correct,  he  calculates  that  by 
reducing  the  issue  to  350.000,000$  the  exchange 
rate  will  be  raised  to  23  pence,  the  government 
will  then  have  an  annual  surplus  of  ,£4,- 
200,000,  and  the  country  will  owe  nothing  at 
the  end  of  20  years.  If  we  could  do  things  as 
easily  as  we  can  figure  them  out  on  paper,  we 
all  should  be  prosperous  and  happy. 

— A  telegram  from  Belle  Horisonte  states 
that  ill  the  Minas  senate  the  budget  for  1901 
has  been  voted  in  2nd  discussion.  This  bud- 
get makes  a  considerable  increase  in  taxation 
and  contains,  moreover,  a  provision  for  re- 
newing the  land  tax,  which  on  account  of  its 
unpopularity  the  state  government  has  not 
yet  been  able  to  collect. .  The  senate  seems  to 
liope  that  it  can  diminish  the  unpopularity  of 
the  tax  by  reducing  the  assessment  and  the 
rate  of  taxation.  Accordingly  there  has  been 
made  in  each  a  reduction  of  40  < -/■},  which 
corresponds  to  a  reduction  of  64  "/o  in  the 
weight  of  the  burden  which  it  is  proposed  to 
impose  on  tax-payers.  But  it  seems  lo  us  very 
doybtful  whether  the  latter  will  be  williv.g  to 
bear  the  new  burden  even  in  this  mitigated 
form,  especially  as  the  budget,  instead  of 
diminishing,  increases  the  burdens.
